I beg you to read each 
of them very attentively, be- 
cause a unit of this organization 
will be formed in your parish. 

Early in May of this year the 
President and Secretary of The 
National 
Men visited the six Deaneries of 
the diocese of Fort Wayne, and 
addressed all the clergy on the 
subject of the National Organ- 
wation for Catholic Men of 
which they are the supreme 
officers. 

The purpose of their coming 
was to organize in our diocese 
parish units of this great lay 
movement fostered by the Catho- 
lic Hierarchy and affiliated with 
the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference. 

It was explained to the priests 
that there was no intention of 
organizing a new Society in the 
parishes, but to have the strong- 
est Catholic society of men in 
each parish to represent the 
parish in this National Organ- 
ization, either through its offi- 
eers or through three or four 
men selected by the pastor, or 
felected by the Society. These 
parish units will be united in a 
Deanery Council, and through 
the Deaneries with the Diocesan 
Council. The pastor may select 
four men without any reference 
fo Society affiliation and have 
them represent the parish as 
such. 

The general objectives of the 
National Council of Catholic 
Men are: 

(1) To serve as the channel! 
for the interchange of informa- 
tion and service between the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference and the laity in their 
common work for the Church. 

(2) To be a central clearing 
house of information regarding 
activities of Catholic men and 
women. 

(3) To promote under ecclesi- 
astical supervision unity and co- 
operation among elergy and laity 
in matters that affect the general 
welfare of the Church and of 
the nation. 

(4) To aid existing Catholic 
organizations to work more ef- 
fectively in their own localities. 

(5) To co-operate in further- 
ing the aims of all approved 
movements in the interests of 
the Church and society at large. 

(6) To participate through 
Catholic lay representation in 
national and international move- 
ments involving moral questions. 

(7) To bring about a better 
understanding and a more wide- 
spread appreciation of Catholic 
Principles and ideals in our edu- 
cational, social and civic life. 
_Numerous National Organiza- 
ions of men as such are affiliat- 
éd with the National Council of 
Catholic Men, even though mem- 
ers of the local Councils, 
Courts, or Branches belong to 
the parish Council. The National 
Council of Catholic Men has rep- 
resentation in 94 dioceses at 
Present.
